ington, because the latter refused to prostitute 
Lis power as President of the United States in 
the service of Red Republican Jacobinism. 
The National Convention bad not been dis- 
solve^ the 13th Vendemaire had not rendered 
impossible a return of the Reign of Terror; the 
bloody carnival which preceded the Directory 
still continued; Paine bad been a witness of the 



and festivities, which have been heretofore con- 
sidered in America due alone to Washington, 
whom he reviled. The German programmes 
which appear from time to time in different lo- 
calities show, by their similarity, the closeness 
of the union of all the Red Republicans in sup- 
port of one common cause, and we trust that 
their manifestoes will be pondered over by 
thinking, conservative Americans, and that an 
a.itidote will b<= tpplled to th<* ii.fMelitv that is 
growing up amongst us before it has become an 
incurable evil. 



infidelity and false freedom similar to his own; 
but the horror? of the revolution had failed to 
convince him that a people sunk from religion 
into infidelity becomes a nation of demons. 
Hence the animosity he entertain' d against 
Gene:al Washington, and his sneers at the pru- 
dence which opposed a barrier to any active 
demonstration of sympathy in the United 
States for the anarchical period which 
succeeded the fall of the Bourbon dynas- 
ty. Hence, too, the slighting terms with 
which the first and best of our Presidents 
has been ever spoken of by those who consider 
i: |£gion to be an intfgral part of liberty. In 
the lives and writings of Thomas Paine, how- 
ever, which were published up to within a very 
recent period, his attacks upon Washington 
were tupprctitd, and , : . is only of very iaie years 
that the increased numbers of the followers of 
the ffreat infidel have given them boldness to 
condemn as "mealy-mouthed" the policy of ex- 
cluding those passages which wound the feel- 
ings of veneration entertained for Washington 
by all true Americans. Particularly since the 
influx of Germans commenced, which was the 
consequence of the failure in Europe of th-» rev- 
olutionary movements of 1848, a deltige of fa- 
natical P\inites has been poured into the United 
States, who own no sympathy for the conserva- 
tive element in our institutions, and whose natu- 
ral affiliation to all the elements of radicalism 
in the land bodes evil lo the future welfare of 
our Republic. 

The Socialist, Red Republican hatred against 
religmn which has taken such deep root, of late 
years, in o * large cities, and e>peci<tlly among 
the German population, is a greater evil than it 
otherwise would be. from the fact that it is par- 
tially hidden from the notice of Americans by 
the screen of a foreign language, behind which 
seeks concealment until it shall have gathered 
;nt strength to make its influence doini- 
the polls. Its power is already felt 
there, in those States which Germans have 
thickly settled — and in Wisconsin, Missouri, 
Ohio, and some parts of Illinois, demagogues 
have been already for years in the habit of 
gaining the votes of "Fre« Germans" by real or 
affected sympathy with their political libertin- 
ism. The riots in Cincinnati, some months ago, 
were a consequence of the war of anarchist 
savages upon our institutions, and good cit- 
izens, in many of the Northwestern States, 
have been compelled to unite in expres- 
sing their indignation against measures pro- 
posed, or electioneering Shibboleths introduced 
by naturalized citizens, which would have been 
deemed impossible some years ago. As early 
as 1K48, Heine published, in Switzerland, his 
famou« Democratic programme, in which it is 
declared that no true freedom can exist until 
Christianity has been bodily exterminated. 
The same feeling has been transplanted here; its 
expres-ion is necessarily modified; but a large 
number of vile German papers, and the conni- 
vance of unprincipled office seekers, are rapidly 
increasing the evil. The indignation of the 
country would be aroused if the contents of 
some of the papers that are published at Cin- 
cinnati, Milwaukee, and other cities where the 
German population is large, were translated into 
English. They agree together u aoti- Christian, 
Come-outerism. blasphemous revilings against 
revealed religion, and identification of compelled 
unbelief with liberty. Their political tendency 
is Mfcminunis'. and radical-infidel. Thomas 
PaiW — a man whose name a quarter of a centu- 
ry ago was considered synonymous with deadly 
sin against the bounteous Crea'or of the Uui 
verse—is their Apostle, and his birth-day is 
celebrated with military displays, illuminations,

The Yellow Feveh in Norfolk and 
Portsmouth.— We copy the following from 
the Richmontl Enquirer of Monday morning: 

The Cuius Peck brought up a large number 
of passengers last Friday evening from Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Old Point, Hampton, t\c. The 
passengers were permitted to land, while the 
boat, we learn, went into quarantine, and wiil 
discontinue her trips until further notice. By 
an advertisement in another column, it will be 
»een that the Augusta has also been taken off 
the route. So direct communication with Nor- 
folk is suspended. It is estimated that at least 
3.000 persons have left Norfolk alone since the 
fever made its appearance there. A number of 
citizens collected together on Thursday night, 
and set fire to "Barry's Row," in Norfolk, in 
which the fever first made its appearance, and 
burnt it to the ground. The fever was repre- 
sented as still on the inc. ease — one physician, 
it is said, having 20 new cases. 

The fever had broken out just back of Hamp- 
ton in a family recently from the infected re- 
gion. Indeed, from the reports which have 
reached us, we should not be surprised if the fe- 
ver should prevail to a great r or less extent in 
all the low country, where most ot the families 
that have left the infected cities ar« temporarily 
sojourning. 

Nearly every one who is able is repr-sented 
as flying from the infected places, and, as both 
the river boats between Norfolk and Richmond 
have now stopped running, and the telegraph 
office is closed, it may be several days before we 
can receive additional intelligence from the 
deeply-stricken cities. In the mean time, let us 
do all we can for those whom necessity compels 
to remain at home by swelling the subscriptions 
already started for their relief.

The river was about at a stand last evening 
with 6 feet 7 inches water in the canal and 
4 feet 8 inches on the falls. Another shower 
fell yesterday morning. About 1 o'clock the 
thermometer stood at 88 in the shade. The 
Mississippi at St. Louis as well us its tributaries 
are falling. Four feet water in the Missouri, 
44. feet in the Illinois, and the upper Mississippi 
was lower than it had been at any previous time 
this season. The Cumberland was falling at 
Nashville, but rising aoove that point. The 
Nashville Whig, of Wednesday, says: 

There are full six feet water on Harpeth 
shoals— enough for all the boats, but unfortu- 
nately there is nothing for them to do. 

A letter from Washington. Ark., says that 
Red river is three feet lower than it was ever 
known to be, and that it can be forded at almost 
any point. The merchants in that part of Ar- 
kansas are hauling their goods from Alexandria 
and Gaines's landing. They pay three or four 
dollars a hundred; and flour is selling at four 
and five cents— beef six and seven— and bacon 
twenty-five cents. Salt commands ten dollars a 
sack!

gift of the people. The probability is that he 
has become fully acquainted with the corrup- 
tion of those in power, and is satisfied that to 
propagate and perpetuate slavery is the great 
object of the present ?dministration, and that 
he would pledge himself to represent the peo- 
ple of this State in all honesty aeainst the slave- 
ry propagandists. — Pittsburg Chronicle. 

If there is any one thins, that, more than an- 
other, distinctly marks the decadence of politi- 
cal morality among the people «ml a decline or 
the conservative spirit so essential to the- man- 
agement of a popular government and to the 
preservation of our free institutions, it is the 
low grade of character and the radicalism of 
the appointees to public office. A reputation of 
a public man for prudence, discretion, regard 
for well-established Jtruths, and an attach- 
ment to usages sanctioned by long and success- 
ful experience, seems now to be considered as 
entitling its posseseer to the contemptuous ap- 
pellation of an "old fogy." On the other hand, 
a man who derides the logic of history, spurns 
the teachings of philosophy, and laughs at the 
practical lessons of experience, is hailed as the 
man of the times, indicated as the true expo- 
nent of popular sentiment, and is apt to be ele- 
vated to office as one eminently qualified to gov- 
ern his fellow men. The more radical the man, 
the greater his merit; and if, in the course of 
his career, one of these rampant refora-ers hap- 
pens to commit acts of folly for which he is re- 
buked either by the people or the Executive of 
the country, forthwith the opposite party ele- 
vate him to the dignity of a martyr and affect 
to atone for the mortification by rewarding him 
with an office. 

We have been led to these reflections by the 
course of the Freesoil press in reference to the 
late Governor of Kans : s. Reeder went to Kan- 
sas to make money for himself aui make Kan- 
sas a free State for the North; the two ideas 
were strictly harmonious. He could make 
money more rapidly by having it free territory. 
The Governor was to fix the seat of govern- 
ment of the Territory. With a keen scent to 
profit, the sharp land-jobber first bought up 
property in or around Pawnee and then estab- 
lished it as the place where the Legislature 
should meet — a place where there werp neither 
public nor private buildings to accommodate 
the people that would collect there. While 
Kansas was convu.sed and on the verge of civil 
war, this newly-created chief *nagistrate was 
scampering over the Territory to ascertain 
where he could purchase the most eligible lands 
and town-sites. The removal of Reeder was a 
righteous rebuke, administered, however, with 
so little dignity and grace as to take from it 
all effect as an example. And, although the 
speculations of Reeder afforded just and proper 
grounds for his dismissal, yet, in consequence 
of the failure to remove him at the time when 
those speculations were first detected, no Sue 
will now give the President credit for sincerity 
as to the motive of the removal. Since that 
event, the Freesoil papers have been actively 
engaged in writing Reeder into a rep- 
utation as a very great and much-injured man — 
a poor martyr who has suffered for the 
cause, and who ought promptly to be en- 
rolled as one of the saints in fredom's calender. 
There seems great unanimity among these pa- 
pers on the subject of Heeder's-injured inno- 
cence, and they are equally unanimous thai his 
wounded feelings should be soothed by some 
good fat office; yet they are not agreed as to 
what office he should have. The Pittsburg 
Chronicle, in the extract at the head of this ar- 
ticle, merely says that it ought to be some office 
in the gift of the people; but the Allentown 
Democrat, published in Pennsylvania, actually 
nominates him for Governor of that State; thus, 
we suppose, indicating that a man unfit to gov- 
ern the Territory of Kansas may be a very pro- 
per man to govern Pennsylvania. The logic may 
perhaps be correct; at least Pennsylvanians 
ought to know if it is so. We are prepared to 
give credit to the probability of his election, if 
the interest at present attaching to his fame as 
a martyr does not wear out before the autumn 
of 1856, when the election is to come off. 

Mass of Copper. — The Lake Superior Jour- 
nal speaks of a mass of copper in the Cliff Mine 
calculated to contain five hundred tons. Two 
hundred tons have already been taken off the 
mass. There is also, in addition to this, about 
five hundred tons of other masses in sight in th* 
same mine. The company are about sinking 
a shaft on another vein which has been discov- 
ered, said to be richer than the one they are now 
working. The Journal thinks that the stock of 
the Cliff Mine will go up to three hundred dol- 
lars per share, and that but few v\ ill be discos' d 
to sell at that rate. It will be remembered that 
only eighteen dollars a share has been paid in on 
this stock.

the Clark circuit court, Judge Bickiwll presi- 
dium. Barljl in November iast. Gordon &. LsOVi 
inroimed the o.ticers of the Jeffersonville Rail- 
road Company that they intended purchasing 
togs in Boone county, "provided the railroad 
would agree to carry them from rhorntown on 
the Lafayftte railroad to Jeffersonville. They 
agreed to furnish the necessary cars at Thorn- 
town on the 7th of December. Relying upon 
this agreement, Gordon & Love collected and 
penned at Thorntown, in December, 1.849 hogs, 
weighing 232,000 lbs., and which had been 
bought deliverable by the farmers between the 
1st and 20th December. 

The railroad failed to furnish cars until sev- 
enteen days after the stipulated period. It was 
alleged that, during the detention, the hogs had 
fallen off nearly 23,000 lbs. in weight; that the 
price had fallen; that the cost of feed had 
am unted to a large sum; and that 26 of the fat- 
test of the hogs had ded; by all of which Gor- 
don &. Love had been damnified in a considera- 
ble sum. 

The Railroad plead the general issue, and en- 
deavored to show that no officer of the compa- 
ny could have entered into such a contract, as 
the power of the company closed at Edinburg, 
the terminus of its road, or at Indianapolis, in 
consequence of a lease from the Madison rail- 
road. It was proved, however, that cars were 
furnished by defendant at any point on any of 
the railroads connecting at Indianapolis. It was 
at empted to be shown that a notice, dated No- 
vember 13, declaring that the company would 
not be bound to furnish cars at any particular 
date, had been published and brought to the no- 
tice of Gordon &. Love. In this the company 
failed, as, from anything that appeared, the no- 
tire was not iu existence at the date of the con- 
tract. It was also attempted to be shown that 
the blame of detention was owing entirely to 
the officers of the Lafayette railroad. 

The case was argued with great ability by 
Judge Otto and Jas. D. Reid of JerfVr-oiiville 
for the plaintiffs, and by Randall Crawford of 
this city and John D. Fe guson of Charlestown 
for the railroad. After being out three hours, 
the jury returned a verdict of $1,200 for the 
plaintiffs. This decision is important, as estab- 
lishing a principle that railroad companies are 
liable for damage- sustained on contracts to 
transport goods beyond the termini o. their 
roads. — New Albany Tribune. 

Horrible Atrocity— Barbarous Decapita- 
tion of a Child — Full Particulars. — Yesterday 
morning while the captain of the police was 
yawning over the venerable Gazette, he wa> 
startled by the apparition of an excited little 
German, who, with eyes "in a fine frenzy roll- 
ing," dashed into the watch-house and exclaim- 
ed, in broken English, tinctured with the "sweet 
German accent," *'Gott in hiinmel, you come 
mit me — von schild mit de long hair vas hav her 
cope cut off." The chief, upon hearing these 
woids, became almost as excited as the little 
German; and hastily summoning two of his at- 
tendant.-, he bade 'he little man lead them to the 
scene of the horrid butchery. 

On the way he informed them that the bloody 
deed was witnessed by a little girl, who, looking 
from a back window, saw, in the chamber of an 
adjacent building, a tall, fierce looking man 
bending over the body of a pi ostiate child; with 
one hand he grasp- d her long and silky hair, 
while in the other he flourished a huge, flashing 
knife, which he finally drew across her throat, 
and then she perceived that a black plaster cov- 
ered the child's face, evidently placed there by 
the hellish monster to prevent its outcries alarm- 
ing the neighborhood. The girl saw no more, 
but instantly rushed down stairs and gave notice 
of the bloody tragedy that was being enacted. 

Upon hearing these particulars, the officers 
quickened their pace, lest the assassin, having 
consummated his crime, should escape. Arrived 
at the scene of this mysterious horror, they dis- 
covered it to be the Medical College on'Sixth 
street, and then, for the first time, a gleam of in- 
credulity glanced across their minds, which be- 
came stili more vivid when, after a fruitless 
search, they could find no trace to substantiate 
the bloody tale. Finally a gentle hint wh ch 
they received sent them back to the station- 
house, laughing at their fools' errand and cuis- 
ing the meddlesome little German The hint 
was, that in all probability the horrid murderer 
was an enterprising young medical pupd, and 
the ill-fated victim a subject. — Cm. Enquiitr.

Homicide is Danville. — A letter from Dan- 
ville, dated Aug. 13th, says:^.* 

Quite a sensation was produced here to-day 
by the death of a man by the name of Wat. Mc- 
Ginnis, who was shot iu this place about 12 o'- 
clock by a Mr. Robert Harbison.

Harbison 
is about 23 aud McGinnis about 50 years of age; 
both citizens of this county. I understand that 
a quarrel has been on hand for two or three 
years between the parties; and the reason assign- 
ed by Harbison's friends for the shooting is that 
McGinnis had frequently threatened to take the 
life of Harbison, and sent him word that if he 
came to this place to-day he would kill him. 
These facts it is said can' be established by re- 
spectable witnesses. 



[From the X. O. Delta, Aug. 7.J 
Unequaled Run. — The greatest feat ever 
achieved by any boat on the Mississippi river 
has just been performed by the steamer 
Princess, commanded by Capt. T. C. Holmes. 
She made the run from this city to Natchez, a 
distance of 300 miles, in seventeen hours and 
thirty minutes. The fastest trip ever before 
made was early in July last, when the steamer 
Natchez, Capt. Thos. P. Leathers, made the run 
in eighteen hours and fifty-three minutes. 

On leaving New Orleans, a very heavy storm 
of rain set iu and lasted over two hours, retard- 
ing very much the speed of the boat; she could 
easily have made from ten to twenty minutes 
better time but for the violence of the'stoi in. 

Below we give the exact time made by the 
Princess, also that made by the Natchez, last 
month, to the same points, by which it will be 
set n that the Princess gained on the time of the 
Natchez, steadily, from the start. All the way 
she averaged a mile in three and a half minutes; 
she was never pressed, nor carried within two 
and a half pounds as much steam as was allow- 
ed by the Inspector 's certificate, and only aver- 
aged 135 pounds to the square inch. Her en- 
gineers state that her engines are almost perfect 
— the average revolutions to the minute, sixteen 
— never varying over half a revolution. Her 
wheels are forty and a half feet in diameter. — 
The time she made from point to point proved 
how steadily she ran. This trip she was nearly 
light, and had enough wood to carry her up.

Constitutionally Drunk. — Pat Nelligar has 
devoted himself lately to the mysteries connect- 
ed with the Prohibitory law, and with such suc- 
cess that the magistrates find that he is becom- 
ing a difficult customer to manage. Pat was 
arrested on Saturday night for getting drunk and 
making a nuisance of himself. On being brought 
before Justice Parsons, yesterday morning, he 
aJmitted the "drunk," but threw himself on his 
constitutional rights! He took out the decision 
of Recorder Smith of New Yoik, and showed to 
the magistrate that to "make out a case" the 
witnesses must show that such drunkenness was 
exhibited in "the public streets or lanes of the 
city." Now, as he got drunk in a blacksmith 
9hop and iemained there till he was dragged out 
by the police, he insisted that his inebriation 
was constitutional and parliamentary. The jus- 
tice took a similar view of the matter and gave 
Nelligar his discharge. 

Albany Knickerbocker. 

A Good Class of Emigrants. — The emigrants 
arriving daily at New York, principally from 
Germany, are said to be ot a class superior to 
any that have reached this country for many 
years, in intelligence, indus'ry, and wealth. The 
New York Post of Saturday say* that, since 
Castle Garden was opened as a depot for em - 
grants. 2.670 have landed there, bringing with 
them from abroad $228,675 83 in cash, beside 
various other articles of personal property. It 
is computed that, if the immigration during the 
ensuing six months should equal in number the 
emigration during the past six months at this 
port, the amount of property introduced into 
the country from this source would be about 
$12,000,000. 

Extensive Seizure. — Yesterday, three of our 
watchmen filed an affidavit before Esq. Jocelyn, 
declaring that they believed liquors were kept 
for illegal sale by J J. Faust, on the corner of 
Pearl and Elm streets. A warrant was issued, 
and search made, when some four half barrels 
of beer and a barrel or two of whisk} - were dis- 
covered, and some eight hundred bottles of wine 
buried in the cellar. The liquors were stored 
in £i:,ex's building, on the corner of State and 
Marke streets.— JV. Albany Tribune. 

Lightning rods will not protect buildings at a 
radius of four times the height of the rod above 
the building; a radius of twice the height is 
safe. If the rod is ten feet high above the 
building, it will, if properly constructed, pro- 
tect all parts of the house at a distance of 20 
feet from the rod. These fads are important to 
be kept in mind. 

Cholera — Since our last issue there have been 
two deaths by cholera in our town. Miss Mary 
A. Moreland died on Sunday morning, and a 
daughter of Mr. Martin Parish, about twelve 
years of age. We have heard of four or five 
other cases, all of which have recovered. We 
understand that there have been three or four 
deaths by cholera in the neighborhood of More- 
and's, among them that of Mr. FMcher Wil- 
mot, a well-known citizen.— Paris Citizen.
